Ar, whereas ye requyze mp 
KW opynion touching p Freuch 
; Ye Panmflet of a blaſing ſtarre 
lately Engliched: Surel 
FJ cannot but condempne 
raſhnes ot him that did tranſlate p ſame, 
fo2 that at one time he offered two iniu⸗ 
ryes . Firſt to the Frenche man p made 
the lame, fo2 whom it had be2ne ſufficis 
ente that Fraunce had knowen bys do» 
tinges,# not England allo to haue bene 
made partaker of his follyes. Secondly 
the ill oppnion hee ſeemedto haue ok bis 
owne countryemen, that amonge tbe as 
bundant choiſe of ſo many excellent Bas 
thematicians , woulde rather publiſhe 
ſuch a toe, then vfe thaduiſe of ſuche as 
mighte haue taughte a veritye. Foz the 
Booke although it haue kewe lines, pet 
hath it manye erroꝛs ę that ot all ſoꝛtes. 
Geometricall, Aſtronomicall, Phyſical, 
Coſmographicall and Hiſtoricall Firſt 
in the poztrapture of Caſliopeia the very 
ſtarres are miſtaken, and the new ſtarre 
uiſplaced . Foz the thzee other ſtarres 
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that frame a figure wyth bym of Geo. 
mitricianes commbly called Rhombus, 
are theſe, one of the thirde lighte in her 
b2eſte, an other ofthe ſame lighte in her 
chapze nigbe vnto the thighe of Caſſio- 
ia, the thirde in che middle aſcenſe oz 
ackeof her Chaire, this beinge of the 
thirde light alſo,is by him quite miſplas 
ted, and in ſteede thereof another little 
ſtarre of the fifte lighte placed, and the 
newe ſtarre that is beneath the foote of 
her ſeate, is there ſituate farre higher, 
Dee wanteth alſo one ſtarre in the toppe 
ok her chayze, and an other in her foote, 
and notwythſtandynge he hath clapte in 
one where neuer anye was, yet wanteth 
bee one ok his nomber, which although 
hee had neuer redde Aratus Ptotomey, 
Copernicus 02 other Mathemaricianes, 
pet of Poetes as Palingenius, he might 
baue learned howe Caſſlopeia decem at- 
q́; tribus ſtat lucida flammis . Mee pꝛo- 
ceedeth to his obſeruations, and decla⸗ 
reth this newe ſtarres diſtances from 
Alrucuba commonlpe called the Pole 
ſtarre, and another of Qurene Caſſio- 
peia, inferting that ſuch as be (kilfull in 
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thedoctrine of triãgles Sphericall, will 
ſoone finde his place to be in the ende of 
X about the 29.grade,wherby it appea⸗ 
reth that his own knowledge in Spheri⸗ 
call triangles was berpe ſmall, fo2 ads 
mittinge his owne diſtances true, it fal- 
lech out in þ firſt face of 25 , but his true 
longitude and place in deede,is eſilye by 
ſighte without Inſtrumente within one 
degree to be coniectured, of the meaneſt 
ſcholler in obſeruations Aſtronomical, 
beinge moze then that In ſedis pede, a 
little ſtarre harde by hym whoſe longi⸗ 
tude by Copernicus is delivered 8.gra« 
des. 20. minutes, and leſſe then that o· 
ther by bym mencioned in Caſſiopeia 
ber thighe whoſe longitude is alſo . 10. 
grades. This ſtarre therefoze being ve- 
rye nighe in the meane betweene theſe 
two, is ſoone founde within 10. minutes 
of nyne grades in longitude, makinge 
accompte as Copernicus doth from the 
little ſtarre in the hoꝛne of the Ramme, 
which in the olde Aſtronomers tyme 
ſtoode in the very inter ſectien of the line 
Ecliptike and Equinoctial, but ſitgens 
by tie ſtealinge courſe of che ſtarres 
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$ev,0: rather of che earthe as Copere 
nicus with better reaſans pꝛouech, is re 
moued ſince that time 27. grades 49 
minuts, which J baue by certaine Calo 
culatid found to be Preceſſio Acquinos 
ctiorum vera, fo: the Natiuitye of oure 
Sauiaur laſt paſt,npne gradestherkoze 
the longitude of this ne we ſtarre in the 
eygbte ſphere by ſigbte onelp collected, 
as J haue befoze declared, vnto ᷣ nom⸗ 
ber of the true Præceſſion adioyned, pꝛo 
duceth 6. grades 49. minutes in & toʒ 
bis longitude oz place, and therefoze J 
mule the moze that anye man ſhoulde fa 
muche erre pþ woulde pꝛeſume in a cauſe 
Mathemaricall to wzite,but perhappes 
bis meaninge was p this ſtarres rights 
Aſcention ſhoulde be about that grade, 
wherein thoughe it be very vnpꝛoper ta 
apply the Computation of right Aſcen⸗ 
ſion to the line Ecliptike,yethadhis ere 
ro2 bene that wap the leſſe, but not cons 
tented wyth cheſe inferioure.cauſes bes 
inge in deede but Elementa artis, hee af 
cendeth to diſcouer a Parallaxe, ; pꝛo⸗ 
duceth obſeruations flatte repugnaunt 
betweene theymſelues. I meane not ſo 
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much fo) that hee giueth bis new arr? 
ſeuerall diſtances from Alrucuba at his 
greateſt heighte, (which in deede is no⸗ 
thinge ſo) but hee attributeth alſo vnto 
bym hys greateſt Parallaxe aboue the 
Pole, and his leſſer vnderneath, whiche 
is a matter ſo abſurde, as oure Mathe⸗ 
maticall infantes will laughe to ſcozne, 
And theſe hee ſayth are the pꝛincipall 
matters hee noted in hym ſince hys firſt 
appearaũce the 15 of Mouember, wber⸗ 
in his credite may ſomthing be doubted 
alſo, cõſidering others ok as good iudge⸗ 
ment as heſeemeth to bee,obſcruinge 5 
ſame figure of Caſſiopeia coulde ſee no 
ſuch ſtarre the 16.night of the ſame mo⸗ 
neth: His Pathematicall ceuſes thus 
handled he entereth to iudge of ÿ effects 
enſuing, and fo2 diſcouery thereof tran⸗ 
ſlateth the opinions of other wyiters ch» 
cerning-Comets, which by Ariſtotle in 
his booke of Meteores are affyzmed to 
be in the Region of the ayze, and wythin 
the concauitpe of the Poones Orbein- 
gendzed, aſtyzming them tobe nouriſhed 
wyth vapours and reſolutions from the 
ball ok earth and Occeane,and theretoze 
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rather to fignifpe then to cauſe ſtarcity 
and ſterilitye enſuinge, but bythis Auc⸗ 
to2s owne Parallaxis allowing him his 
own witneſſes, they giue it to be aboue 5 
Moone, as any mi map know that hath 
any meane ſight, I ſap not in Spherickes 
triangles, but plaine andrighte lined, g 
therekoꝛe vnleſſe he will make war with 
naturall Philoſophers and explode A- 
riſtotle, he cannot terme hym a Comet. 
Alſo Comets are into thze kindes deui⸗ 
ded, Crinitas, Barbatas & Caudatas: And 
this ſurelye by any ſound ſigbt to be wel 
founde none of them: fo2 thoughe hee do 
ſuppoſe it hath a taple recching into the 
Orient, wherevppon hee foundeth hys 
pbantaſticall diuinations. Trulpe the 
farre is troubled wyth no [ach thinge, 
bowſoeuer his head was at the viewing 
thereof, Agatne whereas hee coniectu⸗ 
reth by his imagined taple, that his ef- 
fect hould fall out inthe Orient Eaſt 
partes of p wozld, he ſeemeth alſo theres 
in to be as ſlẽder a Colmographer, that 
knoweth not no part of the wozlde to be 
Caſt az Weſt ſimplye o2 of it ſelfe: But 
the thing he harpeth on and hath belike 
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barde ſome talke ok, as ofthe Parallaxe 
alſo, is this: Aſtronomers firſt by the 
ſigne wberein the Comet is, bis Paral- 
lele his ſituation in reſpect of the inter- 
ſection of the Horizon and Meridian, 
bis latitude, and by many other meanes 
alſo pzonounce firſt of þ pꝛouinces wher⸗ 
on thep} eftect ſhal light and then by the 
direction of the taple iudge ofthe parts 
of thoſe pꝛouinces and the countryes ad» 
iopninge, and ſo in reſpecte of ſoine one 
place determined, others may be called 
Eaſt oz Weſt, Occident 0z Orient, at 
pleaſure. Againe where he pzonounceth 
bozrible effects alwaptoenſue Comets, 
Wiſtozyes would baue taught hym that 
ſometime they pꝛomiſe vnto ſome great 
felicitpe, as Juſtine when he ſpeaketh of 
the Comet at Methridates byꝛth ſayth: 
Huius quog; viri magnitudinem Cœ- 
leſtia portenta nuntiabant, and at þ in. 
uaſid of Tamberlane, that famous Caps 
tapne that toke the Turke and vanqui⸗ 
ed his Emppꝛe (aſcending by militare 
vertue from baſe eſtate) had alſo a Co- 
met which is noted toſſignikye bis felici- 
tye. But had al his Philicall Collecti⸗ 
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ons beene true, pet bnficly are the ſigni® 
fications of Comets applyed to ffarres, 
oꝛ Phxnomena that ate abonte the Re: 
gion Elementare. To conclude becauſe 
you requyze my opinion of the booke & 
the Authozs knowledge ec. Foz Þ mats 
ter as ye may perceiue, it is farced ſo ful 
of erroꝛs apparant , that euerpone that 
ſauoureth any thing in the ſciences Ma⸗ 
thematical,ſhal ſone finde them. Ok the 
man J cannot iudge but ab affectu, and 
ſo take hys audacity much moze then ets 
ther his learning, oꝛ bis deſcretion, that 
would pꝛeſume to put himſelke in pꝛeaſe 
to tell a tale in pꝛeſẽte of ſuch a nũber of 
Geometers, Philoſophers, Aſtronomers 
Coſmographers, and that ofa matter in 
part conceruinge all they} ſciences, and 
pꝛoceede ſo weekelye furniſhed. It had 
beene better fo2 him to haue firſt redde 
Eraſinus Apothegmata, wher he ſhold 
haue founde howe Apelles to a Sboma⸗ 
ker that pꝛeſumed to talke in bis ſctence 
leſt this Pꝛouerbe Ne ſutor vltra crepu- 
dam, which well noted might haue cau⸗ 
ſed this Auctour to content hymſelfe to 


loke on, and geue others leaue to playe p 
part 
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part on the Mathematical! fage, 

Dts concluſton is not to be diſliked fo2 
that it contayneth both piety & veritie, e 
no doubt it is as he ſayth a fozewarning 
of Gods inſcrutable pleaſure, which wil 
fall out to be no leſſe ſtraung and myꝛa⸗ 
culous in cect, then this ſigne wherby 
it is fozewarned is rare and ſupernatu⸗ 
rall, J commende therefo2e herein his 
modeſtye,thathe would not geue indge⸗ 
mente whether the ſame ſhoulde happen 
in Fraunte ozels where. Foz ſurelxeit 
were hard fo2 a man of greater ſcience 
then hee ſeemeth to bee, ſo to doe: But 
whereſoeuer any hapnous outrage hath 
bene cõmitted, epther by great oz (mall, 
beade oz foote, they haue as hee trulye 
collecteth, greate cauſe ta ſtande in hop? 
rour ofthis mpꝛaculous ſigne, as a foꝛe⸗ 
runner ok Gods iuſt Judgemente. And 
thus exhoztinge vou to pꝛoceede in the 
pallinge pleaſaunte ſtudpes of the noble 
ſciences Mathemarticall fit onely foꝛ fre 
and noble mindes that ſtoupe not at file 
thy lucre Jcommit pou to the pꝛotecti⸗ 
no ok the Almightpe. 
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
